Firehouses, Money Spark the Discord 


Editor's Note: This ii the tint in a 
•eriet on the Kingston Fire Depart- 
ment detailing differences between 
the paid and volunteer firemen. The 
first article dealt with the volun- 
teers.

KINGSTON 


If the paid men didn't insist on 


taking their firehouses and their mon- 
ey, things would be just Fine between 
the city's paid and volunteer fire 
forces. 


Those are the two issues — a pro- 


posal to consolidate the present seven 
volunteer firehouses into no more than 
three and a lawsuit aimed at getting 
"a share" of the $16,000 to $18,000 
yearly state insurance fund money 
that has been doled out solely to 
volunteers — which seem to separate 
the two factions. 


Training, once a sore spot with the 


volunteers, has improved "tremen- 
dously" under Acting Chief William 
Schreiber and Fire Training Officer 
Capt. Robert Priest and the lines of 
communication have been opened up 
through Priest to Schreiber. 


Just as there are two factions to the 


Kingston Fire Department — paid and 


volunteer — there are two factions to 
the volunteers — the Kingston Volun- 
teer Firemen's Association and Wicks 
Engine and Hose Co. 


Wicks walked out of the association 


last year when the association refused 
to support its hard-line position 
against the paids and the Koenig 
administration. 
v_ 


All parties interviewed by the Free- 


man for this series — the paids, the 
volunteers and Schreiber — seem to 
agfee that it was a minority of the 
Wicks membership that caused the 
problems. This is not to say, however, 
that there are not real differences 
between the two forces, Wicks not- 
withstanding. 


"As far as I'm concerned, 90 per cent 


of the trouble lies right there," said 
Robert Winchell, president of the 
KVFA. 


"There's been a dramatic change 


between the paids and the volun- 
teers," says Winchell, who was elected 
president of the KVFA last year. He 
does admit there were problems. "The 
fires were burning hot when I took 
over," he said, but he doesn't take 
credit for putting them out. 


The differences and concerns were 


brought out at a recent meeting of the 


presidents and the captains of the 
city's seven volunteer fire companies 
at Union Hose. 


There were about 20 men in the 


room; only about half a dozen spoke 
but there was obvious agreement with 
some statements. 


Most agreed with Winchell, though 


to varying degrees. Tom Sottile: "We 
;ot five or six big mouths. They got 
five or six big mouths." 


Bernie Carle: "1 don't care what 


organization you're in. How can you 
get three or four hundred people to 
agree on everything?" 


Both statements were in obvious 


reference to Wicks Hose but Wicks had 
its supporters. 


Larry 
Bigando defended 
Wicks 


criticism of training facilities for vol- 
unteers. "The training was very, very 
boring. They could only accommodate 
two or three guys. You'd have 20 guys 
waiting. It wasn't entirely their fault." 


John Dittus also defended Wicks. 


"Wicks has just as dedicated a bunch 
of volunteers as the rest of us. They 
have a standing invitation to come 
back to this association. They're wel- 
come." 


Bigando doesn't expect Wicks back 


despite a change in leadership. "They 
made the decision and stuck to it." 


There are other things that haven't 


changed, despite the newfound harmo- 
ny between the volunteers and paids. 


The volunteers still seem to have 


difficulty understanding where things 
originally went wrong, although there 
are theories. 


"We never had any problems until a 


few years ago with 461," said one man, 
in reference to the paid men's union, 
Local 461 of the Professional Fire 
Fighter's Association. 


"There was never a volunteer who 


wanted one of their jobs," he said. 
"We've got good union men. I never 
knew any paid men who lost their jobs 
because of a volunteer." 


Training was another point of con- 


flict. "We took all the training we 
could get. The volunteers turned out." 
They commended the department's 
training officer, Capt. Robert Priest, 
for his efforts. "Priest is a good man," 
was a comment that met with general 
approval. 


Dittus took umbrage at the paids' 


continuing efforts to reduce and con- 
solidate the number of volunteer fire- 
houses. The volunteers were successful 
in getting legislation passed m the 


Common Council to make that more 
difficult but there is still suspicion in 
that area. 


The lawsuit by the paids concerning 


the "two per cent money" that now 
goes exclusively to the volunteers is 
another sore point. The money goes to 
the volunteers. The paids have gone to 
court in an effort to get a share of it. 


"After someone has been sued three 


times they do get a little edgy," said 
one of the younger members of the 
volunteer leadership. "We grew up 
with these guys." 


The volunteers, by and large, seem 


to feel the crisis, if there was one, has 
passed and things will improve. They 
feel comfortable with Schreiber 
"Since Schreiber's taken over there's 
been a drastic turnaround,^' said one 
man. 


They have concerns, 
principally 


threats of consolidation and court ac- ¥->f 
tion against their two per cent money, j 


but m Schreiber they feel they've got 
someone who will at least listen. 


They believe they are part of a 


firefighting team. 


"I believe that when that bell hits 


it's our duty to save lives and property, 
whether you're a volunteer or not," 
said Lt. Roy Mick. 


"Peace," said Carle. "We feel we're 


on our way to it."

Last Hopes for Campus School 
Thought to Be Extremely Slim

NEW PALTZ 


One of the last lingering hopes for 


preservation of the New Paltz Campus 
Learning Center — the historical re- 
luctance of the state legislature to cut 
aid to localities in an election year — 
may not be valid in this particular 
case, according to Stanley K. Cof- 
fman, president of the State Univer- 
sity College at New Paltz 


Coffman, speaking to reporters Fri- 


day afternoon, said he doesn't think 
the legislature considers cutbacks to 
the State University system as cut- 
backs to localities, and for that reason 
may not feel pressured to restore the 
funds eliminated by Gov Hugh Carey 
in his proposed 1976-77 state budget 


Income Tax

As income tax time draws near,

With the aid of the nation's lead- 


ing tax authorities, she will counsel 
readers on such things as how to use 
the new standard-deduction per- 
centages, this year's $30 credit, how 
to calculate income averaging and 
the latest IRS ruling on medical 
expenses. 


Officials at the Campus Learning 


Center (more commonly known as the 
Campus School) in New Paltz have 
expressed some hope that the legisla- 
ture will restore some $1.3 million in 
funds that Carey cut from the budgets 
of the state's eight Campus Learning 
Centers. 


Coffman indicated, however, that 


there doesn't appear to be much of an 
impetus developing in Albany to re- 
store the money, possibly because 
there are only eight "localities" in- 
volved in the decision. Two of Ulster 
County's representatives — As- 
semblyman Maurice Hinchey, D-101 
Dist, and State Senator Richard E. 
Schermerhorn, R-40 Dist. — have ex- 
pressed support for the New Paltz 
Campus School. 


But Coffman said Friday that it will 


take considerably more support to 
keep the school from closing on Aug. 
31. He added that two student rallies 
planned for March 15 and 16 "might 
have a positive effect." 


The board of trustees of the State 


University of New York, in announcing 
its decision to close all eight campus 
learning centers, indicated that the 
facilities might be allowed to remain 
open if the individual colleges are able 
to find the necessary money. Coffman 
all but ruled out that possibility Fri- 
day. 


"We would have difficulty finding 


that money," said Coffman. "At this 
point, we have not considered 
eliminating any (existing college) pro- 
grams as a way of saving the Campus 
School." 


The New Paltz Campus School oper- 


ates on a budget of about $450,000 a 
year. When it is closed on Aug. 31, it 
will have ebout $2dO,000 left in its 
budget, so the college would have to 


• find an additional $250,000 to keep it 


running. 


Coffman said he isn't even sure if the 


State University trustees would allow 
New Paltz to take that route. The 
money belongs to the State University, 


not the college, although it will, under 
present plans, be filtered back to the 
college to help support certain teacher 
education and research programs. 


Closing of the Campus School, said 


Coffman, will mean the firing of 35 
people who work there. The leftover 
money in the budget will be used to 
pay the salaries of 13 additional posi- 
tions at the college, but Coffman 
added, "There will be no necessary 
connection 
between 
the 
Campus 


School and the new positions that are 
available." 


Coffman also discussed the impact 


the closing will have on the New Paltz 
Central School District He said the 
district will have to absorb 279 of the 
approximately 350 elementary stu- 
dents at the Campus School, but he 
emphasized that he saw no reason why 
the district couldn't continue to use 
the Campus School building for anoth- 
er three years Coffman did not, how- 
ever, rule out the possibility that the 
college may need that building some- 
time in the future to solve its own 
overcrowding problems. 


Coffman made it clear that he sup- 


ports the campus school concept. "It 
has 
s e r v e d a most 
u s e f u l 


purpose ... for many years," he said. 


Marbletown 
Golf Course 


HIGH FALLS 


Recreation-minded Marbletown has 


another ace up its sleeve to accom- 
modate the leisurely pursuits of its 
taxpaying residents: the foundering 
Stone Dock Golf Course on Berme 
Road m High Falls is for sale, and the 
town board may just be of a mind to 
do some old-fashioned dickering. 


Supervisor Kenneth 
Smith em- 


phasized, however, that nothing at 
this stage is definite; the town has 
made no commitments, and has not 
been involved in anything resembling 
serious negotiations with owner Thom- 
as Davenport. 


"We're going to bring it up at 


Wednesday's town board meeting and 
see what the people think about it," 
said Smith. "We're certainly not going 
to get involved if the people don't want 
any part of it." 


Money, or the lack of it, will obvious- 


ly dictate how seriously the town 
pursues this matter By conservative 
estimates, it would probably cost at 
least $100,000 to purchase the facility, 
which includes about 98 acres of land, 
a clubhouse and a heated outdoor 
swimming pool. 


Smith noted that the town could 


receive matching funds 
from 
the 


Palisades Interstate Park Commission, 
which would reduce by one-half the 
town's share of the project But the 
supervisor also noted that officials at 
the park commission have said it may 
take between 18 and 24 months for any 
application to be processed. 


"Even if we were able to get a 


matching grant from Palisades, the 
matter would have to be decided by a 
referendum," said Smith. "We 
wouldn't spend that kind of money 
($50,000 or more) unless the taxpayers 
gave us permission " 


If the town does decide to get into 


the golfing game, it's going to mean 
added yearly expenses as well. A golf 
course — any golf course — has to be 
constantly maintained (the fairways 
have to be mowed, the greens have to 
be tended, the tees should be renewed 
at least once a year) If the swimming 
pool is to be used, lifeguards will have 
to be hired; if the clubhouse is used, 
it will cost money to heat and main- 
tain it. 


Smith said frankly that he doesn't 


know whether the facility would be a 
money-making or money-losing, prop- 
osition for the town. 


"It's something that we're going to 


have to look into very carefully," he 
said. 


The site's attractions, however, are 


obvious. It has several thousand feet of 
frontage on the Rondout Creek (just- 
ask any weekend duffer with a slice), 
and there is ample room for additional 
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recreational facilities, such as tennis 
courts. 


The town already has a recreation 


park and beach on the Esopus Creek 


in Stone Ridge and is moving ahead 
with plans to accept a site in High 
Kails from Central Hudson for later 
de\elopment as a recreational facility.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


state and the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority were 
overcharged more than $2.7 
million by the Penn Central 
Railroad 
for operating and 


' maintaining three commuter 
rail lines, state Comptroller 
Arthur Levitt said Saturday. 


In a 33-page report on the 


Penn Central Commuter Rail- 
road Force Account Program, 
Levitt said the railroad's "fail- 
ure to provide credit for the 
value of replaced rail, im- 
proper equipment rental 
charges and unauthorized 


third party payments" led to 
the $2,723,905 overcharge. 


Of that amount, almost $2.3 


million represented over- 
charges related to the state- 
financed capital improvement 
program for the railroad, with 
the rest representing costs 
charged to both the capital 
and operating programs, 
Levitt said. 


The audit added, however, 


that the MTA already has 
recovered about 5425,000 of 
the excess equipment rental 
charges and 51,039,000 of the 
excess capital charges and

The old rail should 
have been reused or sold and 
the proceeds of S1.6 million 
considered as a reduction of 
costs, Levitt said, but instead, 
Penn Central gave the MTA a 
credit of only 836,000 for the 
rail. 


Levitt said the MTA and 


Penn Central had agreed that 
no third party contracts would 
be charged to the Force Ac- 
count billings without the 
prior written approval of MTA 
and the state comptroller. But, 
he said, the MTA and Penn 
Central did not comply with 
the requirement on contracts 
totaling 8427,000.

Curtains for Reagan 


BOYNTON BEACH, Fla.-The astonishing strength of President 


Ford in the middle-income retirement village of Leisureville here raises 
the possibility of a Florida primary win Tuesday decisive enough to 
crush Ronald Reagan's hopes for the presidential nomination. 


We found signs that the President's popularity, based on 18 months 


hi the Oval Office, was high and still growing in the last crucial days 
before the Florida test. This is no weathervane Republican precinct, 
(practically unknown in this state of shifting population growth). But 
if the President's burgeoning strength here applies to other Republican 
strongholds—which, like this one, are full of Northern transplants — 
it could mean a Ford sweep. 


Armed with a questionnaire prepared by Patrick Caddell's Cam- 


bridge Survey Research, we interviewed 56 registered Republicans with 
the help of Caddell's polltakers and found these results: 37 for Ford; 
13 for Reagan; 6 (about 10 per cent) undecided. 


Leisureville in Boynton Beach is a 10- 


year-old retirement village of pleasant 
small homes surrounded by green lawns, 
whose owners consistently vote con- 
servative—even more conservative than 
the rest of very conservative Palm Beach 
County in the 1972 Senate Republican 
primary. 


Most surprising was the paramount 


explanation tor backing the President: 
Mr. Ford's experience in office-a dis- 
covery that raises doubts about Reagan's 
self-promotion as the anti-Washington 
candidate. 


"Politicians are basically crooked," a 


63-year-old retired hospital management 
official told us, "but we've had 18 months 
to look Ford over and he seems better 
than most." Expressing similar senti- 
ments, a 58-year-old portrait photogra- 
pher described Mr. Ford as "a damn sight 
better than six months ago and really 
learning his job." An elderly housewife 
said the President "started out on the 
wrong foot with that pardon, but he's 
learned his lessons." 


The experience-in-office rationale was 


an unbroken thread running through our 
interviews with pro-Ford Republicans, 
coupled with the companion argument 
that an "experienced" incumbent Presi- 
dent would hold a head start over any 
Democratic opponent. "Put a new man in 
at the head cr our party" a 62-year-old ex- 
contractor said, "and he's on an equal 
basis with the Democrat." 


Not even committed Reagan voters 


showed much anger against Gerald Ford, 
basing their choice of Reagan on his 
performance as governor of California 
rather than Mr. Ford's mistakes. Only 
one Reagan voter mentioned the Nixon 
pardon (Ford hasn't yet told the whole 


and feeding of senior citizens in general 
and Social Security in particular. 


A 72-year-old housewife said "Reagan 


must have been out of his mind" to 
propose investing the Social Security 
fund in the stock market— a proposal 
Reagan never actually made, but which 
was repeatedly attributed to him by Mr. 
Ford. Likewise, our voters narrowly dis- 
agreed with Reagan on another con- 
troversy that the Ford campaign has 
exploited the $90 billion transfer pro- 
gram. 


Thus, Ford campaign propaganda is 


making some headway here and may be 
a hidden element in Mr. Ford's ascendan- 
cy, though much less important than the 
experience factor. 


All polls, both national and in Florida, 


give Mr. Ford the edge over Reagan 
among elderly voters but not in the 
proportion found here. Anything ap- 
proaching the 37 to 13 margin at Leisure- 
ville would be catastrophe for Reagan, 
with nearly one-third of all registered 
Florida Republicans over 65. 


A few soft spots in the Ford armor did 


show up routinely and unsurprisingly. 
Detente is a dirty word here as elsewhere, 
which is why the President abandoned 
the word while campaigning in Florida. A 
"harder stand" against the Russians is 
desired by 42 voters, against 5 who like 
the way it's going now. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, with a 55 per cent 
favorable rating, runs behind Mr. Ford's 
awesome 91 per cent and Reagan's 77 per 
cent. 


But anti-detente, anti-Kissinger senti- 


ment seems inadequate to recoup losses 
he has sustained here.

Understanding the Bill 


Congress is expected within a matter of weeks to enact into law the 


bill passed by the Senate last week regulating the sale or transfer of 
conventional arms to foreign countries. There is e great deal that is 
superficially appealing about this measure. The trouble of course is 
that its corollaries are substantially unexamined. At more or less the 
same time, the United States is announcing that it will no longer 
permit other countries to act as their own policemen. So much, finally, 
for Vietnamization. 


Granted, Congress has not yet voted to embargo the export of arms 


to anybody. It has specifically transferred the authority to approve 
exports from the Executive to the legislative. It is, on the whole, an 
attractive idea to recapture for the legislative some of the powers 
gradually usurped over the years by the Executive, but it makes the 
conduct of foreign policy, at the margin, difficult. 


If the United States were the sole producer of weapons, the idealistic 


attractions of slowly diminishing the world's supply of them are 
overwhelming. Of course, we aren't. And the principal alternative 
source for weapons, the Soviet Union, will distribute its weapons with 
customary political forethought. 


We are walking into a number of interesting difficulties. Take the 


Kennedy Amendment. It carried with a nice margin. Senator Kennedy 
added a provision forbidding the sale of arms to Chile, on the ground 
that Chile is suppressing human rights. Senator Kennedy's patience, 
he reported, is exhausted. On the other hand, Senator Kennedy's 
patience is infinite in respect of the suppression of human rights in 
other countries. We have given more arms to Yugoslavia than to any 
country in the world, and they have been suppressing human rights 
in Yugoslavia since before Senator Kennedy began his lifelong study 
of ethics at Harvard University. 


In fact you know it, I know it, and 


Senator Kennedy knows it, that Chile's 
salient offense isn't that it is torturing 
people, it is that it overthrew the govern- 
ment of Salvador Allende and thereby 
incurred the undying hostility of the 
world's leftwing press, the most durable 
and most effective apparatus of power in 
the world. Only a few months ago it had 
grown men — scholars, diplomats, poets 
and popes — jumping through its hoop 
against General Franco for executing five 
murderers. The terrorists were merely the 
proximate cause of a renewal of the 
campaign against Franco that began the 
day he won the civil war against the forces 
backed by the left. 


The very same day that Senator Ken- 


nedy made his protest against Chile, 
Amnesty International filed its report on 
torture in Uruguay. The same day that 
Henry Kissinger exchanged pleasantries 
with the governors of Peru, who have not 
hesitated to use torture to suppress politi- 
cal dissent. The very same day that 
Richard Nixon flew off to renew the 
delights of his association with the most 
systematic freedom-suppressors in his- 
tory, the Chinese Communists. 


If Senator Kennedy wants to stop send- 


ing arms to any country that suppresses 
human rights — indeed, that is one of the 
grander purposes of the Senate bill — he 


had better quickly telephone Massachu- 
setts and find out how many jobs are 
going to be lost this time around. It would 
spare him the embarrassment he sus- 
tained a few years ago when he was forced 
to recommend the closing of military 
bases everywhere except in Massachu- 
setts, where the climate is so propitious 
for military bases. Senator McGovern 
had the same problem in South Dakota. 


Congress is shuffling its doctrines so 


much, it's hard to mulct any coherence 
out of them. First we have the Fulbright 
Doctrine, which announces that the Un- 
ited States has no proper quarrel against 
any counry, no matter how obnoxious its 
internal policies, so long as it does not 
seek to export them. Now we make an 
exception of Chile, as we did of South 
Africa a while back. Then we announce 
that other countries will have to look after 
their own frontiers: we'll supply the arms. 
But now we won't supply the arms, if we 
disapprove of the pedigree of the govern- 
ment. Then we encourage friendly coun- 
tries to buy our stuff, not theirs. But 
increasingly, our hardware is subject to 
interdiction, at the wheezing of Senator 
Kennedy's conscience. 


It is an odd admixture, what we are 


getting into. Half moralism, half re- 
alpolitik, and, increasingly, all of it bom- 
bast. 


More for the Public 


WASHINGTON — The nation's giant utility companies are quietly 


conniving to tack on an additional $44 billion to their customers' 
electricity bills. 


The utilities are pushing for an obscure change in federal regulations 


which would allow them to pass on current construction costs to users. 
Today's customers, thereby, would be paying for tomorrow's power. 


If the Federal Power Commission allows the rules change, the price 


of electricity could jump from 10 to 20 per cent. 


This is the conclusion 'of an unpublished Library of Congress study 


which was conducted for Rep. John Moss, D.-Calif. The study 
estimates the rules change would cost the consumers $44 billion over 
the next five years. 


The utilities would like to raise this staggering sum to cover the cost 


of building nuclear power plants. The anticipated construction will 
require enormous capital which the utilities want to squeeze out of 
their customers. 


The companies would rather stick the consumers with the construc- 


tion bill, of course, than dip into their own profits. Meanwhile, the 
utility industry rang up an average increase of 20 per cent in earnings 
last year. 


During the first nine months of 1975, for example, the Virginia 


Electric and Power Co. reported a 186 per cent boost in profits. 
Consolidated Edison of New York listed fourth-quarter profits at $54.7 
million, a 31 per cent increase over the previous year. 


The reluctant regulators at the Federal Power Commission, mean- 


while, have scrfeduled only one public hearing on the $44 billion rules 
change. This will be held in New York City on Monday. 


Utility executives, with their lawyers and economists in tow, are 


flying in from all over the country to present their case. Consumer 
groups, however, cannot afford the same high-powered lobbying effort. 


Footnote: Technically, the rules change will affect only the small 


number of utilities directly under FPC regulation. However, most state 
utility commissions follow the FPC's lead. If the change is made in 
the regulations, therefore, it likely will be adopted throughout the 
nation. 


REVENUE RIGHTS: The federal government pumps billions into 


the treasuries of states and localities. But under the Revenue Sharing 
Act, the great green flow could be cut off to any local government that 
practices discrimination. 


In past columns, we have published 


evidence that some of this federal manna 
is being spent in ways that discriminate 
against women, blacks and others. 


Now we have obtained internal govern- 


ment documents, which confirm our find- 
ings. A Treasury Dept. task force, for 
example, found serious deficiencies in the 
Office of Revenue Sharing (ORS). 


The task force charges not only that the 


ORS civil rights staff "appears to have 
limited previous experience as civil rights 
investigators" but that proper procedures 
to enforce the anti-discrimination pro- 
vision "have not been developed." 


An even more disturbing report has 


been prepared by the Center for National 
Policy Review and Clearinghouse on Rev- 
enue Sharing, which reviewed ORS files 
as part of a two-year government grant 
Here are a few examples from the study: 


—In Pittsburgh, the ORS accepted the 


city's contention that only two of 200 
applicants for fire department jobs were 
minority citizens because the minorities 
weren't interested in working for the city. 
On the contrary, the study found that 
minority workers didn't apply because 
they thought it would be futile under the 
city's biased recruitment and testing pro- 
cedures. 


—In Los Angeles, a complaint against 


sex bias on the city's health staff was 
dismissed because the alleged discrimina- 


tion had occurred before the Revenue 
Sharing Act went into effect. Yet the 
study charges that the employment bias 
was a continuing condition. 


—In Spartanburg, S.C., an ORS 


auditor learned that a civil rights matter 
had been mishandled but never reported 
his findings to the compliance division. 


—ORS has complained that it is short 


of civil rights investigators. Yet no real 
action has been taken to add any of the 
five new positions authorized by Con- 
gress. Of 100 applications for these posi- 
tions, the study alleges, only one has 
reached the stage of being granted a 
personal interview. 


—An increase in complaints, the study 


charges, has produced a backlog of cases, 
with even less staff time devoted to field 
investigations. 


An ORS spokeswoman conceded that 


ORS has been hampered by lack of staff 
and lack of funds. She emphasized, how- 
ever, that ORS has had many successes.

WASHINGTON-Howard Anderson of 


Cambridge, Mass., has just come up with 
the ultimate solution to violent crime. 
The answer is "nonviolent crime." The 
problem as Howard sees it is that society 
expects people who commit street crimes 
to completely reform and after their pun- 
ishment commit no crimes at all. 


"This is impossible," he said, "and 


can't work. The statistics show that the 
majority of criminals go back to commit- 
ting street crimes again and again 
because our present prisoner reform does 
not work." 


Anderson's plan is this. Instead of 


prisons, teaching inmates so-called honest 
trades, a program should be initiated to 
teach them "white-collar crimes" which 
pay so much better and don't seem to get 
anyone in the United States too upset. 


The idea would be for the Harvard 


Business School, the Wharton School of 
Business at the University of Pennsylva- 


nia, the Yale Law School and other 
institutions of higher learning to set up 
courses in state and federal prisons where 
criminals could be taught the skills of 
committing "white-collar crimes." 


The curriculum would include account- 


ing, banking, stock market fraud, bribery, 
kickbacks and embezzlement. The teach- 
ers would explain the advantages of 
"white-collar crime" over street crimes. 
The average take for a street crime in the 
United States is $9.75. For the work and 
risk involved it hardly pays at all. 


There are other disadvantages. 
When a person gets caught committing 


a street crime he usually winds up with 
some court-appointed lawyer who 
couldn't care less if the defendant gets 20 
years or life. 


A criminal who commits a street crime 


is treated with contempt by the police 
and society in general. In fact, the smaller 
the take, the less respect the criminal 


engenders from the judge and the jury 
and, therefore, the heavier the sentence. 


But white-collar criminals have the 


opposite effect on everyone. A man who 


, has embezzled a million dollars from 
widows and orphans is one to be looked 
up to and respected. 


An officer of a large corporation who is 


involved in stock fraud is considered a 
pillar of his community and can get 
hundreds of people to testify to his good 
character. 


A president of a bank who steals his 


depositors' money is usually forgiven by 
everyone BEFORE the trial. 


A politician who has been arrested for 


accepting bribes or selling judgeships is 
always addressed as "sir" by the police. 


The people in jails could be persuaded 


that the same amount of time it takes to 
mug an old lady in the park could be 
spent arranging for a municipal contract 
to be given to a corrupt builder or a bribe- 


paying road contractor. 


To convince them, the course would 


include lectures by judges who could 
describe the lightness of sentences meted 
out to white-collar criminals Bus tours 
could be arranged to "open-air" prisons 
where white-collar criminals are sent for 
punishment. 


There would be lectures by ex-white- 


collar cons on how to seek the best legal 
advice after they are caught. 


The beauty of Anderson's plan is that 


it does not ask a criminal to give up his 
trade. All it does is teach the convict 
socially acceptable methods of commit- 
ting crimes that do not annoy the public. 


When the average street crime convict 


discovers how much money there is in 
white-collar crime, and how little risk 
there is in getting punished, we can 
expect a dramatic drop in street crime, 
which is the only type that seems to shake 
anyone up in this country.

Co ngress is ex pected within a matter o f weeks to enact into law the 
bill passed by the Senate last week regulating the sale o r transfer o f 
co nv entio nal arms to fo reign co untries. There is a great deal that is 
superficially appealing abo ut this measure. The tro uble o f co urse is 
that its co ro llaries are substantially unex amined. At mo re o r less the 
same time, the United States is anno uncing that it will no lo nger 
permit o ther co untries to act as their o wn po licemen. So much, finally , 
fo r Vietnamizatio n. 
Granted, Co ngress has no t y et v o ted to embargo the ex po rt o f arms 
to any bo dy . It has specifically transferred the autho rity to appro v e 
ex po rts fro m the Ex ecutiv e to the legislativ e. It is, o n the who le, an 
attractiv e idea to recapture fo r the legislativ e so me o f the po wers 
gradually usurped o v er the y ears by the Ex ecutiv e, but it makes the 
co nduct o f fo reign po licy , at the margin, difficult. 
If the United States were the so le pro ducer o f weapo ns, the idealistic 
attractio ns o f slo wly diminishing the wo rld’s supply o f them are 
o v erwhelming. Of co urse, we aren’t. And the principal alternativ e 
so urce fo r weapo ns, the So v iet Unio n, will distribute its weapo ns with 
custo mary po litical fo retho ught. 
We are walking into a number o f interesting difficulties. Take the 
Kennedy Amendment. It carried with a nice margin. Senato r Kennedy 
added a pro v isio n fo rbidding the sale o f arms to Chile, o n the gro und 
that Chile is suppressing human rights. Senato r Kennedy ’s patience, 
he repo rted, is ex hausted. On the o ther hand, Senato r Kennedy ’s 
patience is infinite in respect o f the suppressio n o f human rights in 
o ther co untries. We hav e giv en mo re arms to Yugo slav ia than to any 
co untry in the wo rld, and they hav e been suppressing human rights 
in Yugo slav ia since befo re Senato r Kennedy began his lifelo ng study 
o f ethics at Harv ard Univ ersity . 
In fact y o u kn o w it, I kn o w it, an d 
Sen ato r Ken n edy kn o ws it, that Chile’s 
salien t o ffen se isn ’t that it is to rtu rin g 
p eo p le, it is that it o v erthrew the g o v ern ­ 
men t o f Salv ado r Allen de an d thereb y 
in cu rred the u n dy in g ho stility o f the 
wo rld’s leftwin g p ress, the mo st du rab le 
an d mo st effectiv e ap p aratu s o f p o wer in 
the wo rld.

WASHINGTON — The natio n's giant utility co mpanies are quietly 
co nniv ing to tack o n an additio nal $44 billio n to their custo mers’ 
electricity bills. 
The utilities are pushing fo r an o bscure change in federal regulatio ns 
which wo uld allo w them to pass o n current co nstructio n co sts to users. 
To day ’s custo mers, thereby , wo uld be pay ing fo r to mo rro w’s po wer. 
If the Federal Po wer Co mmissio n allo ws the rules change, the price 
o f electricity co uld jump fro m 10 to 20 per cent. 
This is the co nclusio n o f an unpublished Library o f Co ngress study 
which was co nducted fo r Rep. J o hn Mo ss, D.-Calif. The study 
estimates the rules change wo uld co st the co nsumers $44 billio n o v er 
the nex t fiv e y ears. 
The utilities wo uld like to raise this staggering sum to co v er the co st 
o f building nuclear po wer plants. The anticipated co nstructio n will 
require eno rmo us capital which the utilities want to squeeze o ut o f 
their custo mers. 
The co mpanies wo uld rather stick the co nsumers with the co nstruc­ 
tio n bill, o f co urse, than dip into their o wn pro fits. Meanwhile, the 
utility industry rang up an av erage increase o f 20 per cent in earnings 
last y ear. 
During the first nine mo nths o f 19 7 5 , fo r ex ample, the Virginia 
Electric and Po wer Co . repo rted a 18 6 per cent bo o st in pro fits. 
Co nso lidated Ediso n o f New Yo rk listed fo urth-quarter pro fits at $5 4.7 
millio n, a 31 per cent increase o v er the prev io us y ear. 
The reluctant regulato rs at the Federal Po wer Co mmissio n, mean­ 
while, hav e sclfeduled o nly o ne public hearing o n the $44 billio n rules 
change. This will be held in New Yo rk City o n Mo nday . 
Utility ex ecutiv es, with their lawy ers and eco no mists in to w, are 
fly ing in fro m all o v er the co untry to present their case. Co nsumer 
gro ups, ho wev er, canno t affo rd the same high-po wered lo bby ing effo rt. 
Fo o tno te: Technically , the rules change will affect o nly the small 
number o f utilities directly under FPC regulatio n. Ho wev er, mo st state 
utility co mmissio ns fo llo w the FPC’s lead. If the change is made in 
the regulatio ns, therefo re, it likely will be ado pted thro ugho ut the 
natio n. 
REVENUE RIGHTS: The federal go v ernment pumps billio ns into 
the treasuries o f states and lo calities. But under the Rev enue Sharing 
Act, the great green flo w co uld be cut o ff to any lo cal go v ernment that 
practices discriminatio n.

The current findings are recorded at a time when Americans 


-are evenly divided on the question of whether U.S. power in 
• the world will increase or decline, but are in widespread 


agreement that the power of Russia and China will grow. In 
fact, the proportion of Americans who see Russian and Chinese

influence increasing is currently at the highest point recorded 
since the early 1960s, when these surveys were initiated. 


In assessing the current findings and trend, it is important 


to bear in mind that the proportion of the budget earmarked 
for defense has changed sharply over the last few years. While 
the current budget calls for $101.1 billion for defense, or about 
26 per cent of the total budget, the proportion was, for example, 
33 per cent in 1972. 


At t^e same time, however, the current survey shows the 


public having little awareness of the proportion of the total 
budget earmarked for defense. 


Seven in 10 (70 per cent) do not venture a guess, while only 


16 per cent have an approximate idea of the correct amount. 
And only 7 per cent of the total sample came close to the actual 
figure. 


Regional Differences 
Found in Survey 


The South and West are currently found to be more inclined 


to say "too little" is being spent than are the East and Midwest. 
Young people continue to be more in favor of slashing the 
defense budget than do older people. Republicans and Demo- 
crats hold similar views on the issue. 


Here is the question asked in the survey: 
"There is much discussion as to the amount of money the 


government in Washington should spend for national defense 
and military purposes. How do you feel about this? Do you 
think we are spending too little, too much, or about the right 
amount?"'

Good Guy Comes in Last 


WASHINGTON - There 


was a funeral a few days ago 
for a man who rather recently 
occupied a very large govern- 
ment 
office 
with 
paneled 


walls, bookcases and a marble 
fireplace. The priest officiat- 
ing at the service in Chicago 
said solemnly that he was an 
"incorruptible public ser- 
vant," and he was. But only 
three lower-ranking govern- 
ment officials flew to Chicago 
for the funeral. And, although 
his name had made headlines, 
the death went unnoticed even 
in the newspaper that reports 
"all the news that's fit to 
print." 


The man's name was Rich- 


ard W. McLaren. 


He died almost in obscurity, 


I suppose because memories 
are short. Or because we have 
grown so cynical that nobody 
believes in the incorruptible 
public servant. Richard 
McLaren should have died a 
hero, but he was accorded no 
hero's funeral. 


In Washington, he was an 


innocent abroad. He had spent 
his professional life as a Chica- 
go lawyer, defending corpo- 
rations against government 
antitrust attacks. He was 
brought to Washington in 1969 
by then President Nixon and 
then Attorney General John 
Mitchell. 


Mitchell installed McLaren 


in the elegant office of Assis- 
tant 
Attorney 
General in 


charge of the Justice 
Department's Antitrust 
Division. McLaren never had 
been a politician. He only had 
been a lawyer in Chicago de- 
fending corporations 
and, 


therefore, in Washington he 
looked like a mouse installed 
to guard a herd of elephants. 
Certainly Nixon and Mitchell 
expected McLaren to act like 
a mouse. 


Instead, McLaren 
roared. 


Lacking political experience, 
he naively assumed that he 
had come to Washington to 
enforce the antitrust laws. 


Those were the go-go years 


and McLaren began suing go- 
go conglomerate corporations. 
The conglomerates fought 
back. McLaren was attacked 
in print by a Yale professor 
named Robert Bork who 
wrote: "McLaren sounds as if 
the antitrust laws were his 
mandate to pursue every social 
policy except the prevention of 
lascivious carriage." 


Unbeknown to McLaren and 


the public at the time, Nixon 
and Mitchell were collecting 
hundreds of thousands 
of 


dollars of illegal political con- 
tributions from some of the 
very same conglomerates 
McLaren was suing. 


Nixon and Mitchell brought 


tremendous pressures on 
McLaren to stop enforcing the 
law, but McLaren held out as 
long as he could. On April 19, 
1971, for instance, Nixon per- 
sonally 
intervened to stop 


McLaren's attack on Interna- 
tional Telephone & Telegraph. 


Nixon ordered McLaren 


fired. "The order is... I do not 
want McLaren to run around 
prosecuting 
people, 
raising 


hell 
about 
conglomerates," 


Nixon shouted. "McLaren's 
(expletive deleted) is to be out 
within one hour. Goddamn 


trustbusters. Get him out. In 
one hour, and he's not going to 
be judge, either." 


McLaren didn't resign in one 


hour and Nixon didn't have 
the guts to fire him. Instead, 
McLaren roared louder. He 
began a criminal investigation 
of Associated Milk Producers 
Inc., which was prepared to 
make huge cash contributions 
to Nixon. McLaren didn't 
know of the political payoff, 
but he knew Nixon and AMPI 
were friends. 


Mitchell refused to approve 


grand jury proceedings against 
AMPI and told McLaren to be 
satisfied with a civil suit. But 
then Mitchell told McLaren 
not to file the civil suit until 
AMPI had a change to nego- 
tiate an out-of-court settle- 
ment. Naturally there was no 
settlement with McLaren. 
Finally, on Feb. 1, 1972, his 
last day in the big office, 
McLaren tiled the suit without 
telling Mitchell. 


When McLaren could take it 


no longer, he resigned and 
Nixon was delighted to give 
him a judgeship in Chicago. 
Nixon went on to win the 1972 
election, then to bring Bork 
into the Justice Department, 
and then to Watergate. 


At the "Saturday 
night 


massacre," Nixon ordered 
then Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson and Deputy At- 
torney General William 
Ruckelshaus to fire Watergate 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox. 


They refused. The Justice De- 
partment 
official who fired 


Cox was Bork. 


To this day, Bork remains in 


his elegant Justice Depart- 
ment office. 


McLaren went home to Chi- 


cago and died of a rare central 
nervous system disease. 


Incorruptible public ser- 


vants somehow are not the 
stuff of which heroes are made. 
The public servant who proves 
himself incorruptible is dif- 
ferent, a maverick, someone 
who rocks the boat. 


The good guys, somehow, 


come in last. 


How Our Legislators Voted 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Ulster County's three con- 


gressmen and the state's two 
senators voted to override 
President Ford's veto of the 
$6.1 billion 1975 public works 
bill but it wasn't enough as the 
override effort fell three votes 
short in the Senate. 


Congress went well beyond 


.the 290 votes necessary to ov- 
erride with its 319-98 vote. 
Included in the majority were 
Congressmen Hamilton Fish 
Jr., R-25th, Benjamin A. 
Oilman, R-26th, and Matthew 
F. McHugh, D-27th. 


Senators Jacob Javits and 


James Buckley were in the 63- 
35 majority in the senate. 


Fish, Oilman and McHugh 


also voted with a solid majori- 
ty of congressmen (269-115) to 
investigate CBS newsman's 
Daniel Schorr's turning over to 
the Village Voice a copy of a 
secret house Intelligence Com- 
mittee report on the CIA. The 
New York City weekly paper 
published excerpts. 


:' Congressmen voting for the 
probe contended Schorr gave 
jip his First Amendment pro- 
.tection as a newsman when he 
• gave the report to the news- 


paper. He faces contempt of 
congress charges. 
"- Fish and McHugh voted 


with the 336-52 majority that 


"approved an additional $33 
" million for the completion of 
' the $123 million Library of 
• Congress James Madison Me- 


• morial Building. Half the new 
"funds will pay for cost over- 
']runs on the new Capitol Hill 
"building, most of the re- 
'•mainder will pay for equip- 
'ment not in the original plane. 
•* • Oilman voted against 
the 


legislation. 


Back in the Senate, Javits 


Soil Call 


and Buckley voted with the 70- 
23 majority to increase day- 
light savings time from six to 
seven months on a trial basis 
for the next two years. 


The measure would start 


daylight saving time the sec- 
ond Sunday of each March 
and return it to standard time 
on the second Sunday of each 
October. At present, daylight 
savings time begins on the last 
Sunday in April and ends on 
the last Sunday in October. 
States 
could 
e x e m p t 


themselves from daylight sav- 
ings time. 


The bill was sent to the 


House for action. 


The Senate voted 66-23 and 


sent to the House a measure 
that would give com- 
monwealth status to the 


northern Marianne Islands, a 
U.S. protectorate since the end 
of World War 2. 


The Commonwealth of the 


Northern 
Marianna Islands 


would have the same status as 
Puerto Rico with the U.S. con- 
trolling its foreign policy but 
its residents becoming citizens 
and having substantial control 
over their internal affairs. 


Proponents argued that the 


islands have been negotiating 
their independence for the 
past 10 years and should not 
be rebuffed. Opponents felt 
the entire question of Micro- 
nesia should be dealt with; 
that the U.S. faces years of 
financial support for the pro- 
posed commonwealth which 
can offer little in return.

Stu- 
dents of an accredited college 
are assured that the courses 
they take are of comparable 


quality to those offered at oth- 
er accredited insitutions and 
are able to transfer their cred- 
its easily. 


In preparing itself for a visit 


to the campus by a reac- 
creditation team this fail, the 
college underwent an ex- 
amination of its goals and ob- 
jectives and a self-study of 
specific sample areas. The 
team, chaired by Dr. Atlee C. 
K e p l e r , president of 
Hagerstown Junior College in 
Maryland, included represent- 
atives from comparable in- 
stitutions in Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, as well as a mem- 
ber of the central staff of the 
State University of New York. 


The group spent several days 


on campus this fall, examining 


the formal report, the sup 
portive documentation, and 
meeting with members of the 
college community, both 
formally and informally. The 
result of their visit was fiwt an 
oral report to the college, fol- 
lowed by a written evaluation, 
and finally a recommendation 
for reaccreditation to The 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion of the Middle States As- 
sociation, which assigned the 
length of the accreditation pe- 
riod to Ulster. 


Among the 18 commenda- 


tions made by the team were 
findings of "an atmosphere of 
encouragement for innovation 
and change," praise for a fac- 
ulty that is "genuinely con- 
cerned" with improvement of 


instruction, and mention of a 
well-equipped, well-main- 
tained campus "with attrac- 
tive physical facilities, ade- 
quate parking, and excellent 
inventory control." 


Noting "the open at- 


mosphere" prevalent at Ul- 
ster, the report praised the 
board of trustees for its in- 
terest in the accreditation 
process and its support of the 
administration, staff, and stu- 
dent body. 


It lauded the "excellent rap- 


port" which Brown has estab- 
lished with external and com- 
munity relations, the board of 
trustees, staff, and students, 
"who give clear evidence of 
appreciating and respecting 
his educational leadership" 


and commented upon the 
evidence of the administrative 
staff working together as a 
team. 


In addition to praising the 


college for its "positive move- 
ment" toward meeting needs 
of its students and providing 
them with "a breadth of ser- 
vices," the team com- 
plimented the efforts made to 
make Ulster "a cultural cen- 
ter" for the community. 


"Since we take the 'com- 


munity' in our title very seri- 
ously," said Brown, "and since 
this institution is very puch a 
part of the community which 
it serves, I hope that we will all 
take pride in this honor which 
has been granted to Ulster 
County Community College."

Martin Aaron 


Explains Move 


At Gov. Clinton 


By Hugh Reynold* 


KINGSTON 


Rather than being the ham- 


handed, hard-hearted evictow 
of helpless senior citizens from 
the Gov. Clinton Hotel M al- 
leged by some critics, Martin 
Aaron says his VerNoyKill De- 
velopment Corp., the new 
owners of the hotel, are quite 
the opposite. 


"The easiest, and believe 


me, the cheapest way to have 
done it would have been to 
shut the whole place down and 
move everybody out while re- 
construction was underway," 
said Aaron in an interview on 
Wednesday. 


"We chose not to do that," 


he said. "We took a long look 
and studied each and every 
case in an effort to minimize 
the disruption. I visited every- 
' one personally. This wag no 


easy decision to make. We 


narrowed it down to what was 
beat for everybody." 


A story in the Feb. 26 edition 


of the Daily Freeman gave a 
different impression. It de- 
tailed that several persons had 
been given eviction notices 
and that 14 persons were seek- 
ing quarters elsewhere. 


The secretary-treasurer oi 


VerNoyKHl, maintained that 
forced removals were kept to a 
minimum. "It only numbered 
three or four people that we 
requested to vacate and that 
was only to give us sufficient 
room to house the qualified 
residents and the people show- 
ing a desire to remain. The 
others left on their own. It 
didn't mean they couldn't re- 
main for another, six, seven or 
nine months. It was their pre- 
rogative to leave."- 


Aaron allows that people will 


be leaving but says that there 


were only four cases out of the 
43 units that were rented 
where it became necessary to 
require people to leave. In the 
other ten cases the move was 
voluntary, according to Aaron, 
in that those people chose not 
to comply with regulations re- 
quiring income statements. 


Aaron said he has carefully 


planned the changeover from 
72 to 96 apartments to create 
a 
minimum of disruption 


among the tenants, most of 
whom are senior citizens, 
many of whom have been at 
the Gov. Clinton for years. 


"We are remodeling the 


building," he said. "Natural- 
ly, with construction of this 
sort, there will be some incon- 
veniences, dust and noise. We 
will try to the utmost to main- 
tain as many apartments as 
possible during the reconstruc- 
tion time.' 


Aaron detailed 
elaborate 


plans to meet that end. Work 
on conversion into zero and 
one-bedroom apartments will 
begin with SO units in "the 
wing," the right side, facing 
the building. Tenants will be 
moved from there into the 
main section while reconstruc- 
tion is underway. "We picked 
that section because it had the 
least occupancy," 
he said. 


When the wing is completed it 
will contain 40 apartments. 
With those available, the peo- 
ple preiously in the wing and 
those in the main section will 
be moved to the wing. "With 
the 40 apartments in the wing 
we can accomodate the people 
in the main section. They will 
have permanent apartments in 
the wing, if they so choose, 
Aaron said. 


The main section will con- 


tain 48 apartments. The com- 
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that is required by the federal 
government," Aaron said. "We 
are taking it beyond that." 


Aaron predicted that if his 


firm, or one like it, hadn't 
acquired the Gov. Clinton and 
committed the necessary 
funds to upgrade it, "this 
building would not have con- 
tinued as a residential and 
transient hotel for any long 
period of time in the condition 
it was in. 


"If someone hadn't come in 


to upgrade it, I think the com- 
munity would have lost it. We 
plan to bring it back to the 
original piece of fine architec- 
ture it was, inside and out," 
Aaron said. 


"We're doing everything we 


can and we will continue to do 
everything we can to keep dis- 
ruptions to a minimum." 


plex also includes apartments 
at what is known as "the an- 
nex" to the Gov. Clinton, the 
building now housing King- 
ston Travel on Clinton Ave- 
nue. The travel firm, as well as 
all the tenants on the ground 
floor of the hotel itself will 
remain, Aaron said. Furniture 
will be returned to the lobby. 


Aaron said that once the 


construction on the apart- 
ments is completed — he ex- 
pects to start in May and be in 
construction for up to 18 
months — the apartments will 
be leased to the federal govern- 
ment on a 22-year agreement. 


Also included in that con- 


struction is a community room 
for the senior citizen residents 
to be located in the old com- 
munity room in the basement 
of the hotel and an adjoining 
store room. Lavatory facilities 
will be added. "It's a lot more

Onteora 
Clinics 
Planned 


BOICEVILLE 


The Onteora Board of 


Education will conduct free 
immunization clinics in all 
Onteora elementary schools in 
conjunction with the Ulster 
County Department of Health. 


It has been discovered that 


children immunized against 
measles before they were one 
year old may not have the 
immunity to prevent them 
from contracting this serious 
disease, also known as red 
measles, seven day measles, or 
hard measles. Last year an 
epidemic developed in Put- 
nam County among children 
previously immunized, and 
the Onteora clinics are ex- 
pected to prevent any such 
epidemic here. 


Letters and consent forms 


have been sent home with chil- 
dren whose health records in- 
dicate they might be in need of 
measle immunization, since 
parental consent is necessary. 
Parents not receiving the letter 
and consent form who would 
like their child immunized 
should call the nurse-teacher 
at the school their child at- 
tends.

Oilman on Drug Fight 


ATLANTA, Ga. 


Urging a responsible law enforcement effort" throughout 


the world to help stamp out the illicit processing and 
trafficking of narcotics, Rep. Benjamin A. Oilman, R-26th 
Dist, reported to delegates to the U.S.-Mexican In- 
terparliamentarian Conference on his recent study mission 
to Latin America. 


Cong. Oilman, a member of the International Relations 


Committee and Subcommittee on International Narcotics 
Control, explained that stringent efforts will be needed to 
end the flow of heroin from Mexico into the United States. 


"The battle to stamp out illicit narcotics traffic is a 


continuing one. Its eradication necessitates not just a 
skirmish or two, but an all-out war. A war waged with strong 
allies," Oilman told the delegates to the conference which 
was held in Atlanta, Ga. 


"Only by fighting together," Oilman said, "can we win 


this war against the well organized drug traffickers." 


The 26th District Congressman cited harassment and 


mistreatment of the U.S. citizens and said: "Protection of 
human rights is not inconsistent with proper drug enforce- 
ment." 


Oilman, a congressional adviser to the International Law 


of the Sea Conference, also reported on the progress of the 
continuing talks.

man.

Girdlestone also stated the 


- department has an approved 


Environmental Impact 
Statement which puts those 
problems to rest and that an 


approved alternate route has 
been selected. According to his 
figures, 30 properties will be 
involved in the Port Ewen area 
and 97 more will be affected 
from Rondout to Route 32. 


"There is sufficient housing 


for these people to re-locate," 
Girdlestone said. In his opin- 
ion, the re-location plan 
should be completed by early 
May. The next stage will be 
actual construction work on 
the arterial. 


Obtaining a list from the 


Transportation Department of 
those people who will be af- 
fected by the arterial is vir- 
tually impossible. The offices 
in Poughkeepsie advise that 
their men in the field work 
only from maps shotting prop- 
erty locations.

"They looked at 
me as if I had come off of some 
Martian trip," he says. 


But everywhere he went he 


found friendly people with a 
friendly attitude about the 
U.S. "It was interesting to 
me," he says, "to see the ath- 
letes exchanging clothes and 
pins after the games were over. 
And to see their warm feelings 
toward each other even though 
many were not going home 
with medals they'd come to 
win. They were just happy to 
be there and to participate. 
Winning is one thing, but dis- 
playing good sportsmanship 
was their main objective." 


Other impressions: "No 


snow in the city of Innsbruck, 
but all that was needed 1'j 
miles into the 
mountains 


where the events were held. 
The taxis were all Mercedes; 
we walked to all events—the 
furthest I've walked in my 
lifetime; the police protection 
was 
fantastic—they 
didn't 


look like they were kidding 
around . . . each one had a 
machine gun. And we met 
many exchange students from 
New York—one group in a 
little Italian pastry shop in 
Innsbruck." (Well, whers else 
would you expect to find an 
Italian-American from King- 
ston? Ethnic roots go deep in 
the sweets department.) 


After Innsbruck, Al Spada

Where do those names come 


from, Croque Monsieur and 
Croque Madame? Croque 
means "crusty," "crackly," 
but that seems to be as far as 
anyone goes except to note 
that Croque Monsieur did not 
begin to appear in any of the 
annals of French gastronomy 
until the early 1900's. Thus it 
was not made for Louis XIV's 
wastrel brother in the seven- 
teenth century, but because 
his name, Monsieur, is a living 
part of French history, he 
could well have had an in- 
fluence. Perhaps the chef who 
created it felt a crusty toasted 
sandwich had a masculine ap- 
peal, and out popped the 
catchy title that certainly has 
given this otherwise quite or- 
dinary combination much of 
its p o p u l a r i t y 
Croque 


Madame, which came much 
later was presumably softer 
and more womanly.

I suspect 
it was the simple one—a slice 
of ham between two slices of 
cheese then sandwiched 
between two slices of fresh 
white bread, and slowly 
sauteed in butter. But there 
are more elaborate methods, 
such as grating the cheese and 
blending it with a thick cream 
sauce, or dipping the as- 
sembled sandwich in beaten 
egg, either sauteing or deep- 
frying it, and serving it with a 
cheese sauce. Since there is no 
known classical rule to guide 
us, however, the cook should 
feel free to adapt to circum- 
stance, cheese, and mood. I 
prefer Mozzarella to Swiss 
cheese, by the way, since I find 
its softer consistency blends 
more meltingly with the ham, 
the butter, and the bread. But 
if all I have is stale, hard, 
underaged Swiss, I have no 
hesitation in grating it, and I 
combine it with Dijon 
mustard, butter, droplets of 
creme fraiche, pepper, 
Tabasco, and Worcestershire.

buttered side down to top the 
sandwich. Now press the sand 
wich together firmly, leaning 
on it with the palm of your 
hand. Trim off crusts, and 
press down again on sandwich 


Film a frying pan with one- 


eighth inch of the clarified 
butter, heat to bubbling, and 
brown the sandwiches rather 
slowly (two to three minutes) 
on each side, so the cheese will 
melt; add more butter as 
needed. For appetizers, cut the 
sandwiches in quarters or 
eighths 


If done ahead, arrange on a 


baking sheet and set aside, 
covered with plastic wrap. Un- 
cover and heat in a 375-degree 
oven five minutes or so before 
serving

Cut the bread lengthwise 


into slices about three-quar- 
ter inch thick and lay on a 
baking sheet. Dry out for 20 
minutes or so in a 350-degree 
oven, until quite hard and 
just beginning to color. (If 
you want to use only one 
slice, for instance, 
cool, 


wrap, and freeze the rest for 
another time.) 


Place the flour in a small 


mixing bowl, gradually beat 
in the beer, then the Cognac 


and egg; stir in the cheese, 
and seasonings to taste, ex- 
aggerating a bit on the pep- 
per. Brush the top of each 
slice of bread with melted 
butter, cover with slices of 
ham, then mask completely, 
out to the edges all around, 
with the cheese topping. 


Bake in upper third of a

Abortion: Volatile Issue in Religion, Politics

Abortion, whether it should be permitted or 


banned, is emerging as this election year's most 
volatile issue mixing religion and politics. 


Much of the focus of that mixture is on the 


campaign of Ellen McCormack, the Long Island 
housewife who is seeking the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination primarily on the issue of 
banning legal access to abortion. 


The McCormack campaign has raised over 


$100,000 — $5,000 in each of 20 states — 
thereby qualifying for matching funds from the 
federal government. 


Her campaign is the most dramatic example 


of putting into effect the action plan adopted 
by the nation's Roman Catholic bishops at their 
annual meeting last November in Washington. 


That plan calls for efforts in public informa- 


tion, pastoral care and, perhaps most con- 
troversially, in the legislative and public policy 
arena aimed at securing passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing "protection for the 
unborn child to the maximum extent feasible." 


They urged formation of antiabortion politi- 


cal action committees at the national, state and 
local levels, stressing however, that such com- 
mittees were not agencies of the church no: 
were they to be operated, controlled or financed 
by the church. 


The McCormack campaign has forced other 


candidates to take stands on the issue, especial- 
ly their stance toward the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision liberalizing access to legal abortions. 


Only one other candidate to date — former 


California Gov. Ronald Reagan — has taken a 
position similar to Mrs. McCormack's, calling 
for reversal of the Court's decision through an 
amendment to the Constitution. President Ford 
has suggested he believes the matter should be 
turned over to the states while most of the 
Democratic contenders support the Court de- 
cision and oppose attempts to amend the 
Constitution. 


At the same time, the political controversy 


around the abortion issue has opened old 
religious wounds. 


While the issue is certainly not solely a 


Roman Catholic issue — many Protestants, 
particularly theologically conservative Protes- 
tants, also oppose abortion — the Church's 
highly vocal support of political action has led 
to charges that the Catholic communion is 
attempting to foist its particular moral view of 
the world on others. 


United Methodist Bishop James Armstrong, 


a prominent liberal spokesman in mainline 
denominational affairs but not a cleric given to 


shooting from the hip, has sharply attacked the 
bishops' pastoral plan and warned that it could 
disrupt years of work toward ecumenical har- 
mony among the nation's three major faith 
groups. 


i Catholic officials are not unaware of this 
danger and in the past Catholic theologians 
have met with both Jewish and Baptist coun- 
terparts in an effort to create a continuing 
dialogue on the issue. 


But the bishops are also not about to give up 


their right to engage in the nation's political 
discourse. 


The 48-bishop administrative board of the 


U.S. Catholic Conference recently reasserted 
the Church's right and obligation to speak out 
on matters involving "human rights, social 
justice and the life of the Church in society and 
specifically mentioned abortion as a major 
issue, reiterating the Church's opposition to the 
Supreme Court decision and calling for a 
constitutional amendment to protect the life of 
the unborn. 


Even if the McCormack campaign falters on 


the primary trail, as seems certain, the abortion 
question, for the present, seems to be the 
overriding religious and moral issue of the 
campaign

The Divinity School Gap 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 


gap between independent 
divinity schools and the 
churches continues to widen, a 
recent Rockefeller Foundation 
report indicates. 


This has led to a less useful 


communication to the re- 
ligious communities by the 
university centers according to 
author George Lindbeck, Pro- 
fessor of Theology in the 
Divinity School at Yale Uni- 
versity. 


In his examination of the 


seven independent ec- 
clesiastical university centers 
Prof. Lindbeck was assisted by 
two Harvard social scientists 
— Dr Karl Deutsch and Dr. 
Nathan Glazer. 


The seven schools, plus a 


half dozen university de- 
nominational schools, "con- 
stitute the main bridge 
between the university and or- 
ganized religion in society," 
the report said. 


The report suggested that 


academic centers "have much 
to contribute to theological 
education which should not be 
left entirely to the churches." 


Lindbeck and associates told 


of ways to "arrest the decline 
of theological education which 
has occurred in the past quar- 
ter of a century." 


They called for a more plu- 


ralistic university theological 
education. 


They want not only mainline 


Protestantism represented, as 
in the past, but, also where 
desired, Roman Catholicism, 
Eastern Orthodoxy, Judaism, 
conservative forms of Protes- 
tantism and any other re- 
ligious movement, Eastern or 
Western, which "achieves sig- 
nificant institutional presence 
m the American mainstream " 


The seven centers enroll a 


tenth of the 39,000 post- 
bachelor students in ac- 
credited seminaries They pro- 
duce most of the Ph D s in 
religion and an even a larger 


proportion of university- 
trained seminary professors. 


Institutions examined m- 


cludp the divinity schools of 
the universities of Chicago, 
Harvard, Vanderbilt and Yale. 


Also- Union Theological 


Seminary, affiliated with Co- 
lumbia University; The Grad- 
uate Theological 
Union of 


Berkeley, associated with the 
University of California; and 
the Theology Department of 
Notre Dame. 


The report said the seven 


institutions are less marginal 
than in the past and better 
integrated into the univer- 
sities This has resulted in a 
rise in their academic status.

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A-Frame: Economy Home for Vacation, Rental and Retirement 


Does a vacation home fit 


somewhere on your list of ways 
to beat inflation? 


If you're like 99% of all 


American families, it probably 
does not. But if your circum- 
stances are similar to those of 
the couple whose A-frame is 
pictured here, perhaps a sec- 
ond home belongs right there 
alongside turning off lights, 
car-pooling and buying the ad- 
vertised special. 


Consider. He is an accoun- 


tant with a medium sized cor- 
poration. His salary increases 
have barely kept pace with the 
percentage rise in the con- 
sumer cost-of-living index. 


• She has formed an associa- 
tfon with two friends and to- 
gether they have found a mar- 
ket for ceramics which they 
design and make. But their 
production is limited. Word- 
of-mouth among friends helps 
the enterprise, but the market 
is small. 


While they budget carefully, 


the dollars they put away seem 
insignificant contrasted to the 
awesome cost of college tui- 
tions, which, presumably, will 
have to be met within two 
years' time. 


Enter the second home in a 


new role, as an income produc- 
ing property. The A-frame was 
built in the earl}' 'Sixties as a 
weekend 
hideaway 
in 
the 


mountains. Since then, three 
major ski areas have been de- 
veloped within thirty miles 
with a season that runs from 
November through mid- 
^March. Such development is 
Hypical of what has taken place 
3n many parts of the United 
jStates during the resort and 
travel boom that peaked in 
5971. 
' While the A-frame had been 
4ent to friends and occasion- 
illy rented for short periods, 


the family had never made an 
effort to turn it into a money- 
making commercial en- 
terprise. But now, they felt, 
they should. The house, oper- 
ated as a business, would pro- 
duce rental income. It would 
also earn more favored tax 
treatment. 


Deductions for expenses like 


depreciation, 
maintenance, 


and utilities would be allowed 
to exceed income with the 


negative balance subtracted 
from the family's taxable in- 
come for the year. In addition, 
expenses related to remodeling 
would be capitalized and de- 
ducted over a period of years. 


Under this arrangement, the 


family would be permitted lit- 
tle personal use of the home 
during the twenty-week ski 
season, but additional off-sea- 
son use would probably be 
allowed under guidelines 


worked out by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


The decision having been 


made to go commercial, the A- 
frame was scheduled for a 
long-overdue remodeling. Ob- 
ject was to outfit the cabin to 
accomodate two couples or a 
family with up to four chil- 
dren. An indestructible, easy- 
care fabric was needed for the 
couch, chairs, and sleep 
cushions. 
Naugahyde vinyl 


Use 


fabric was the selection 
because it had the warmth and 
toughness of leather but re- 
sisted stainiiig and cleaned 
easily with soap and water. 


The major structural change 


was the addition of a sleep 
deck above the dining alcove. 
This deck, reached by an open 
staircase, is rigged like a boat 
with built-in storage cabinets 
flanking the headboards, 
shelves tucked beneath the 
beds, and bureaus arranged 
back-to-back to double as a 


room divider. 


A curtain hung on rings pulls 


closed at night for privacy. 
Sleep cushions and bolsters 
were upholstered in Nau- 
gahyde, as was the armchair 
and the Victorian platform 
rocker. This antique was 
stripped, bleached, and up- 
holstered in a soft, supple, 
pebble-grain fabric in bright 
marigold. 


Below the deck, a new range 


and oven, sink, and dish- 
washer were built into an 


alcove. The entire vest pocket 
kitchen can be hidden by a 
pull-down accordion blind re- 
cessed in the ceiling. 


The sofa was upholstered in 


Naugahyde in a deeper man- 
darin 
orange, 
the 
bucket 


chairs at the pedestal-based 
dining table in a color called 
lemon peel. Throw pillows on 
the couch are hand-woven or 
applique. Discontinued carpet 
samples in contrasting colors 
cover 
the 
open staircase 


These were obtained for $1 


each from a carpet store. 


Most of the cost of the re- 


modeling was capitalized and 
will be depreciated over a peri- 
od of years. In the meantime, 
the added sleeping space, the 
new kitchen equipment, and 
the colorful facelift make the 
house more easily rentable, 
contributing to income. And 
easy-care fabrics and finishes 
mean that on off-season visits, 
the family concentrates on 
back-packing, not keeping 
house.

Sofa and bucket chairs in dining alcove are 
covered with Naugahyde vinyl fabric. Although this material looks like leather, it can be 
cleaned with soap and water. 


Sleep Deck in A-Frame is rigged like boat with storage beneath bunks, cabinets built in 
beside headboards. The tapestry at top is closed at night to shut out light, then opened 
in the morning. The armchair, the Victorian platform rocker, sleep cushions, and bolsters 
are upholstered in Naugahyde vinyl fabric so that they can be cleaned with soap and water. 
The maiden playing the lyre was salvaged from a demolition site. Other accessories include 
a duck decoy and the Indian taxi horn, a joyful note to start the day.

While conventional wooden 


fences are still widely used and 
are most appropriate in many 
' locations, there is a place on 
most properties for the kind of 
fence illustrated on the plan. 


Painted fences require atten- 


tion every lew years if they are 
to be kept neat and clean in 
appearance and in sound phys- 
ical condition. Painting is a 
tedious, time-consuming job 
and an expensive one if you 
have someone else do it for 
you The principle advantage 
of a fence like this one is that 
maintenance is reduced to an 
absolute minimum since ma- 
terials composing it are rot and 
corrosion resistant. 


There are other advantages, 


too It is very versatile. If you 
have a patio or comer of your 
yard where you want at least 
partial privacy without build- 
ing a solid fence, this one 
covered with vines will serve 
nicely. Being of an open nature 
it 
will not 
block cooling 


breezes on hot days. In the 
vegetable garden a fence like

Teen Scene 
AFS Party Time

"Mixed feelings" could very well be described 


as the emotions of a teenager whose family got 
a snowmobile at a Washington's Birthday sale. 
On the one hand, spring seems almost within 
reach — but on the other hand, a nice blizzard 
would pile up some drifts to try the drift- 
dragger out on! The attraction that teens feel 
for snowmobiles is a natural — the first'one was 
built in 1923 by a Canadian teenager, Jean- 
Armand Bombardier. When he perfected his 
design a couple of decades later, he visualized 
it as a life-saving rescue machine, which, 
indeed, it often has been. Unfortunately, snow- 
mobiles also take lives and cause countless 
injuries that could have been avoided with a 
little foresight. 


Snowmobilers between the ages of ten and 


fifteen years who want to operate a snowmobile 
alone off their parents' property must have a 
safety certificate. This means completing a 
Young Snowmobiler's Safety Course, which is 
offered in this area through the Ulster County 
Cooperative Extension, 4-H division here in 
Kingston. 


The Snowmobile Code offers twelve simple 


suggestions, which, if followed, would greatlv 
decrease the number of snowmobile accidents. 
The most obvious suggestions are that snow- 
mobiles must be operated at a safe speed and 
without stunting, with special care being taken 
when around other people, animals, trees, etc. 
(A surprising number of accidents are caused 
by snowmobiles hitting partially-buried stumps 
at high rates of speed, throwing the rider into

a tree or fence.) 


As with any other motor vehicle, a snow- 


mobile must not be operated under the in- 
fluence of alcohol or drugs. Even over-the- 
counter cold tablets and other seemingly in- 
nocuous medicines can influence your driving 
coordination1 And never underestimate the 
effects of fatigue! The cold, the excitment, and 
the novelty of snowmobiling can cause a "high" 
that masks the effects of fatigue, but per- 
formance will still be impaired! It's best to set 
a strict limit on the length of time spent on each 
outing 


Many public areas are off-limits to snow- 


mobiles. Never run your snowmobile on 
anyone's property until you have been given 
permission. Snowmobiles are forbidden by law 
from being near high-speed highways, operating 
railroad tracks, game preserves, and other 
areas. If you find a good area open to snow- 
mobiles, make sure that it stays that way — be 
extra careful of pets, trees, fences, and other 
property, and remember that not everyone 
appreciates the soul-satisfying roar of a snow- 
mobile engine! 


If you have to cross a street or highway, 


remember to yield the right-of-way to all 
oncoming traffic, and then cross the road at 
right angles. To increase their visibility to 
motorists — and other snowmobilers — some 
snowmobile operators keep their headlights on 
at all times. Certainly, it's necessary from 
sunset to sunrise. 


Doctors report that not all the snowmobile- 


related injuries they treat are the result of 
collisions or other accidents. There is an in- 
creasing incidence of frostbite -— and oddly 
enough, the warmer the weather, the more 
snowmobile operators are striken. When the 
weather is below zero, nobody has to be re- 
minded to wear a one-piece insulated suit, 
thermal underwear, felt-lined boots, warm face- 
masks, and other protection against the 
climate. But remember that old wind-chill 
factor! Even on a warm day, (for this time of 
year that is) the speed of a snowmobile plus a 
slight breeze can still plunge the equivalent 
temperature to below zero — cold enough by far 
to freeze unguarded hands and faces. If you 
really feel silly setting out all bundled up this 
late in the year, take along an extra layer of 
clothing, for you'll soon wish you had it. 


Some other things you may soon wish you had 


are a first aid kit, a repair kit for the snow- 
mobile, emergency flares, extra fuel, water- 
proofed matches, and a supply of emergency 
high-energy food. One pair of young snow- 
mobilers ran off a field into a shallow ditch 
along a road — and discovered they were 
trapped there for twelve hours, unable to climb 
out because of injuries, and unable to attract 
the attention of cars on the road above! Acci- 
dents can happen anywhere, so be prepared. 


And what if it doesn't snow? Yeah, man, what 


about that, what if it doesn't snow! I mean, 
don't look at us, we don't own a' snowmobile! 
If it doesn't snow, we'll all just have to bicycle, 
that's all there is to it, heh-heh!

MARIA MULDAUR: "Sweet Harmony" (Re- 
prise MS 2235). 


"Sweet Harmony" returns Maria Muldaur to 


the prominence she earned with her first solo 
album, and its big hit, 'Midnight at the Oasis.' 
The material is perfectly chosen for Muldaur's 
distinctly quavering voice; and, to supplement 
the obvious singer-songwriter fare (amply rep- 
resented by songs written by Neil Sedaka, 
Wendy Waldman and Kate McGarrigle), 
Muldaur chooses the marvelous Smokey Rob- 
inson title cut and such '30s and '40s jazz-styled 
numbers as Hoagy Carmichael's 'Rockin' Chair' 
and the mournful 'We Just Couldn't Say 
Goodbye.' In fact, much of the newer material 
is also given the jazz treatment. 


Unlike Bette Midler, who uses a similar 


nusical approach in order to parody its milieu, 
vluldaur never camps. If anything, her reveren- 
tial approach makes "Sweet Harmony's" seri^ 
ousness its biggest flaw. Still, such reverence is 
nfinitely preferable to Midler's misguided slop- 
>iness. The only real clinker here is a gospel- 
soul number, 'As an Eagle Stirreth in Her 
'Jest,' which completely misses the joy and 
passion of Paul Simon's similar 'Loves Me Like 
s Rock.' Muldaur brings to 'Sweet Harmony' 
ust the kind of emotional honesty and depth 
if understanding that Linda Ronstadt missed 
jn her recent version of Robinson's 'Tracks of 
Ay Tears.' For that one song, and two or three 
others, Maria Muldaur is as good as her greatest 
admirers have ever claimed. 


one. But except for one brilliant moment, 
'Diamonds by the Yard,' whose mood is so 
haunting that details don't matter, most ol the 
music on this record is merely competent, 
derivative, studio formula stuff. And that lack 
of musical originality is what keeps Murphy 
from becoming a middle-class Bruce Spring- 
steen. 


Like Springsteen, Murphy was first ac- 


claimed for lyrics and music that were updated 
Dylanesque. But he was writing about the 
richer, suburban cousins of 
Springsteen's 


working-class, small-town teenagers. Murphy 
managed to capture perfectly on his first album 
the characters of his milieu, and the music he 
used as settings was fine stuff, based upon the 
songs of Lou Reed and Bob Dylan. Unfortunate- 
ly, on his third album, the rich kid scenes are 
all but gone in favor of a nostalgia for the 
Parisian expatriates of 40 years ago, including 
songs

Duncan, and (un- 


believably) the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. The 
whole point of Murphy's original excursion into 
this sort of thing, 'Great Gatsby,' on his first 
album, was that it updated Fitzgerald's charac- 
ter. His new attempts sound like self-parodies; 
and the most convincing numbers on "Night 
Lights" are 'Lookin' for a Hero,' and one about 
the poet-singer Patti Smith, 'Lady Stilletto.' 
And the music is still a setting for the lyrics — 
except on 'Diamonds' — rather than an integral 
part of the songs.

Teen Scene 
Keeping

“ Mix ed feelings” cou ld v ery well be described 
as the emotions of a teenager whose family got 
a snowmobile at a Washington's Birthday sale. 
On the one hand, sp ring seems almost within 
reach — bu t on the other hand, a nice blizzard 
wou ld p ile u p some drifts to try the drift- 
dragger ou t on! The attraction that teens feel 
for snowmobiles is a natu ral — the first'one was 
bu ilt in 1923 by a Canadian teenager, Jean- 
Armand Bombardier. When he p erfected his 
design a cou p le of decades later, he v isu alized 
it as a life-sav ing re3cu e machine, which, 
indeed, it often has been. Unfortu nately , snow­ 
mobiles also take liv es and cau se cou ntless 
inju ries that cou ld hav e been av oided with a 
little foresight. 
Snowmobilers between the ages of ten and 
fifteen y ears who want to op erate a snowmobile 
alone off their p arents' p rop erty mu st hav e a 
safety certificate. This means comp leting a 
You ng Snowmobilers Safety Cou rse, which is 
offered in this area throu gh the Ulster Cou nty 
Coop erativ e Ex tension, 4-H div ision here in 
Kingston. 
The Snowmobile Code offers twelv e simp le 
su ggestions, which, if followed, wou ld greatly 
decrease the nu mber of snowmobile accidents. 
The most obv iou s su ggestions are that snow­ 
mobiles mu st be op erated at a safe sp eed and 
withou t stu nting, with sp ecial care being taken 
when arou nd other p eop le, animals, trees, etc. 
(A su rp rising nu mber of accidents are cau sed 
by snowmobiles hitting p artially -bu ried stu mp s 
at high rates of sp eed, throwing the rider into 


t he ‘ Now’ in Snowmobile 


a tree or fence.) 
As with any other motor v ehicle, a snow­ 
mobile mu st not be op erated u nder the in­ 
flu ence of alcohol or dru gs. Ev en ov er-the- 
cou nter cold tablets and other seemingly in­ 
nocu ou s medicines can influ ence y ou r driv ing 
coordination! And nev er u nderestimate the 
effects of fatigu e! The cold, the ex citment, and 
the nov elty of snowmobiling can cau se a “high 
that masks the effects of fatigu e, bu t p er­ 
formance will still be imp aired! It’s best to set 
a strict limit on the length of time sp ent on each 
ou ting. 


Many p u blic areas are off-limits to snow­ 
mobiles. 
Nev er 
ru n 
y ou r snowmobile on 
any one's p rop erty u ntil y ou hav e been giv en 
p ermission. Snowmobiles are forbidden by law 
from being near high-sp eed highway s, op erating 
railroad tracks, game p reserv es, and other 
areas. If y ou find a good area op en to snow­ 
mobiles, make su re that it stay s that way — be 
ex tra carefu l of p ets, trees, fences, and other 
p rop erty , and remember that not ev ery one 
ap p reciates the sou l-satisfy ing roar of a snow­ 
mobile engine! 
If y ou hav e to cross a street or highway , 
remember to y ield the right-of-way to all 
oncoming traffic, and then cross the road at 
right angles. To increase their v isibility to 
motorists — and other snowmobilers — some 
snowmobile op erators keep their headlights on 
at all times. Certainly , it’s necessary from 
su nset to su nrise. 


Doctors rep ort that not all the snowmobile- 
related inju ries they treat are the resu lt of 
collisions or other accidents. There is an in­ 
creasing incidence of frostbite — and oddly 
enou gh, the warmer the weather, the more 
snowmobile op erators are striken. When the 
weather is below zero, nobody has to be re­ 
minded to wear a one-p iece insu lated su it, 
thermal u nderwear, felt-lined boots, warm face- 
masks, 
and 
other 
p rotection 
against 
the 
climate. Bu t remember that old wind-chill 
factor! Ev en on a warm day , (for this time of 
y ear that is) the sp eed of a snowmobile p lu s a 
slight breeze can still p lu nge the eq u iv alent 
tem p eratu re to below zero — cold enou gh by far 
to freeze u ngu arded hands and faces. If y ou 
really feel silly setting ou t all bu ndled u p this 
late in the y ear, take along an ex tra lay er of 
clothing, for y ou 'll soon wish y ou had it. 


Some other things y ou may soon wish y ou had 
are a first aid kit, a rep air kit for the snow­ 
mobile, emergency flares, ex tra fu el, water­ 
p roofed matches, and a su p p ly of emergency 
high-energy food. One p air of y ou ng snow­ 
mobilers ran off a field into a shallow ditch 
along a road — and discov ered they were 
trap p ed there for twelv e hou rs, u nable to climb 
ou t becau se of inju ries, and u nable to attract 
the attention of cars on the road abov e! Acci­ 
dents can hap p en any where, so be p rep ared. 
And what if it doesn’t snow? Yeah, man, what 
abou t that, what if it doesn't snow! I mean, 
don't look at u s, we don't own a snowmobile! 
If it doesn't snow, we'll all ju st hav e to bicy cle, 
tha t’s all there is to it, heh-heh!

“Sweet Harmony ” retu rns Maria Mu ldau r to 
the p rominence she earned with her first solo 
albu m, and its big hit, ‘M idnight at the Oasis.’ 
The material is p erfectly chosen for M u ldau r's 
distinctly q u av ering v oice; and, to su p p lement 
the obv iou s singer-songwriter fare (amp ly rep ­ 
resented by songs written by Neil Sedaka, 
Wendy 
Waldman 
and 
Kate 
McGarrigle), 
M u ldau r chooses the marv elou s Smokey Rob­ 
inson title cu t and su ch ’30s and ’40s jazz-sty led 
nu mbers as Hoagy Carmichael’s ‘Rockin’ Chair’ 
and the mou rnfu l ‘We Ju st Cou ldn’t Say 
Goodby e.’ In fact, mu ch of the newer material 
is also giv en the jazz treatm ent. 


Unlike Bette Midler, who u ses a similar 
mu sical ap p roach in order to p arody its milieu , 
M u ldau r nev er camp s. If any thing, her rev eren­ 
tial ap p roach makes “ Sweet Harmony ’s” seri* 
ou sness its biggest flaw. Still, su ch rev erence is 
infinitely p referable to Midler’s misgu ided slop ­ 
p iness. The only real clinker here is a gosp el- 
sou l nu mber, ‘As an Eagle Stirreth in Her 
Nest,’ which comp letely misses the joy and 
p assion of Pau l Simon’s similar ‘Lov es Me Like 
a Rock.’

For that one song, and two or three 
others, Maria Mu ldau r is as good as her greatest 
admirers hav e ev er claimed. 


ELLIOTT MURPHY: “ Night Lights” (RCA

“ Night Lights” shou ld be M u rp hy ’s biggest 
record. He’s working with his best band, and his 
p rodu cer, Stev e Katz, iB finally a comp etent 


one. Bu t ex cep t for one brilliant moment, 
‘Diamonds by the Yard,’ whose mood is so 
hau nting that details don't matter, most of the 
mu sic on this record is merely comp etent, 
deriv ativ e, stu dio formu la stu ff. And that lack 
of mu sical originality is what keep s M u rp hy 
from becoming a middle-class Bru ce Sp ring­ 
steen. 


Like Sp ringsteen, Mu rp hy was first ac­ 
claimed for ly rics and mu sic that were u p dated 
Dy lanesq u e. Bu t he was writing abou t the 
richer, 
su bu rban 
cou sins 
of Sp ringsteen's 
working-class, small-town teenagers. M u rp hy 
managed to cap tu re p erfectly on his first albu m 
the characters of his milieu , and the mu sic he 
u sed as settings was fine stu ff, based u p on the 
songs of Lou Reed and Bob Dy lan. Unfortu nate­ 
ly , on his third albu m, the rich kid scenes are 
all bu t gone in fav or of a nostalgia for the 
Parisian ex p atriates of 40 y ears ago, inclu ding 
songs 
abou t 
Isadora 
Du ncan, 
and 
(u n­ 
believ ably ) the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. The 
whole p oint of M u rp hy ’s original ex cu rsion into 
this sort of thing, ‘Great Gatsby ,’ on his first 
albu m, was that it u p dated Fitzgerald’s charac 
ter. His new attem p ts sou nd like self-p arodies; 
and the most conv incing nu mbers on “ Night 
Lights” are ‘Lookin’ for a Hero,’ and one abou t 
the p oet-singer Patti Smith, ‘Lady Stilletto.’ 
And the mu sic is still a setting for the ly rics 
ex cep t on ‘Diamonds' — rather than an integral 
p art of the songs. 


Mu rp hy still has the p otential to become one 
of rock & roll’s brighter lights. Bu t he ou ght to 
sp end a little more time with his gu itar and a 
little less with the great American nov elists 
That way he might become a hero instead i»l 
standing arou nd looking for one. 
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Westcos Shake Off Ulster in OT for Region Title

STONE RIDGE 


A team with nothing to 


lose, that was how Ulster 
County Community Col- 
lege entered the Region 
XV basketball tour- 
nament. With luck, hus- 
tle, and surprising skill, 
the Senators refused to 
lose for the first two 
rounds of the tourney in 
the Senate Gym. 


But it couldn't last. 


The dream of an instant 
return to glory ended 
Saturday night before 
the relentless power of 
top-seeded Westchester 
County Community Col- 
lege which successfully 
defended its Region XV 
title with a thrilling 66- 
60 overtime victory. 


To earn its second con- 


secutive trip to the national 
tournament 
in Hutchinson, 


Kansas, Westchester first had 
to gather its forces together 
after the Senators had erased 
a six-point lead in the last 
three minutes and finally tied 
the score 55-55 at the buzzer 
on a rebound layup by UCCC's 
Leon Ware. 


It was the second straight 


night Ulster had hit a basket 
in the final second. Friday, 
Bill Bellamy's long jumper 
enabled the Senators to over- 
take Staten Island, 65-64, in 
the semi-final round. 


Westchester had beaten 


Farmingdale, 68-62, in its 
semi-final contest. 


Ulster, thus, was a decided 


underdog, as it had been all- 
tournament long, going into 
the final. But the Senators, led 
by 
tournament 
MVP 
Joe 


McCall and Phil Blount (20 
points in the final) nearly 
pulled off the impossible. 


"I expected a close game 


because this was a cham- 
pionship game," said an emo- 
tionally drained winning coach 
Ralph Arietta. 


"The thing that hurt us was 


that we were always behind," 
said UCCC coach Mike Perry.

"Westchester was in control of 
the whole game. The foul situ- 
ation hurt us and we took some 
bad shots at the end. 


"They were the better team. 


I think we were the more 
courageous, but they were the 
better team and they deserve 
to go to Kansas. They'll do 
well out there," Perry added. 


After a tight first half during 


which the neither team was 
ahead 
by more than five 


points, Westchester was able 
to pull out to a seven point 
margain midway through the 
second half and appeared to be 
on its way to the victory. 


But McCall's three blocked 


shots helped turn the momen- 
tum the other way and UCCC 
started chipping away again. 
Playing its third game in three 
nights with the same six 
players, Ulster got the count 
down 53-51 on a basket by 
Blount just into the last 
minute. 


When Larry Rhodes (24 


points) tossed in two free 
throws 36 seconds from the 
end to give Westchester a 55- 
51 lead, UCCC had its back to 
the wall. But Ware hit a 
jumper with 20 seconds left, 
and Rhodes missed a free 
throw six seconds later enabl- 
ing Ulster to get a last shot. 


That shot was taken by 


Blount, who missed it, but 
Ware was there for the re- 
bound and tied the count at 
the buzzer. 


With the SRO crowd 


screaming, the odds seemed to 
have switched to Ulster. But 
Westchester scored the first 
four points of the overtime and 
when Ray Younger, who was 
named to the all-tournament 
team, fouled out with 2:12 to 
go and the Vikings added four 
more quick points and the 
game was over. 


Unlike its first two tour- 


nament games, Ulster could 
not get off to a big lead during 
the opening minutes of action 


against Westchester. But the 
Senators were able to put the 
pressure on, succeeding in tak- 
ing away the Vikings' fast 
break and remaining de- 
liberate on offense. 


The biggest UCCC advan- 


tage in the first half was four 
points, which it accomplished 
several times in the early 
going. Westchester, however, 
moved in front shortly after 
Ware went to the bench for 
UCCC with three fouls. A re- 
bound hoop by Rhodes, fol- 
lowed by another Rhodes hoop 
and one by Knox gave the 
downstaters a 21-16 edge. 


Ulster then regrouped and 


with Bellamy penetrating and 
McCall dumping in a sky hook 
and yet another basket, the 
score was tied at 23.

The New York Yankees' image hasn't been too hot since 


the Madison Avenue boys took over and Mel Allen and Red 
Barber got the hotfoot. The failure to win a pennant since 
1964 hasn't helped either, the perennial promises of Phil 
Ruzzuto notwithstanding. 


But, take it from one of the authentic Yankee fans in town, 


the Yankees still have heart and are still touched by 
nostalgia. 


If there is a more passionate Yankee rooter in our area 


than Ben Todaro, except perhaps Fred Davi, the Laugh- 
ing Boy from Glasco, we haven't found him. 


As a 13-year-old, Todaro saw the first game played at 


old Yankee Stadium in 1923. He never forgot it. Through 
five decades, he carried the memory of the immortal Babe 
Ruth hitting a homer during that historic inaugural. 


The "new Yankee Stadium" will be unveiled in April and 


Todaro will be there as a "special guest" of the Yankee 
management. How did it come about? 


"I've been thinking about that new stadium opener for a 


long time," he says. "I was willing to pay for a couple tickets 
but I thought perhap's the Yankees might let me attend as 
a guest, since 1 had seen the first game at the old Stadium. 
I decided to write the front office. What could I lose?" 


Todaro wrote to Marty Appel, the Yankee public 


relations director, explaining that he had attended the 
opening of the old stadium in 1923 and would like to be 
present for the inaugural of the 1976 stadium. 


Could Mr. Appel fix him up with a couple of good seats, 


maybe send the new seating arrangement? Ben would 
pay, of course, if guest tickets were not available. 


Obviously, Appel had no proof, and neither did Ben, that 


Todaro had in fact been there when the House That Ruth 
'Built was thrown open to the public. The personable Appel 
must have read somewhere along the line that about 30 
million American troops claim they participated in the 
Battle of the Bulge. 


The Yankees believed Todaro, a right honorable man. And 


when the doors of new Yankee Stadium swing open for the 
first time, Todaro will be present as a special guest. The 
circumstances surrounding Ben's visit to the 1923 inaugural 
were quite different than those of 1976 but that's worth a 
story in itself on another occasion. 


And, who do you think will be at the stadium as Ben's 


special "guest" for the opener? Fred Davi, who else?

Players, Owners Still Trading Charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The major league baseball owners and the Players 


Association are finally playing ball. 


Not baseball—but bowling. And on Saturday, it was Marvin Miller's turn to 


set up the pins while the owners' men knocked them down. 


The two sides, whose patience with each other is wearing thinner as the 


negotiating sessions get shorter, spent Saturday trying to one-up each other away 
from the negotiation table because of the lack of progress at it. 


First Miller, the executive director of the Players Association, called a news 


conference to explain the players' side of the disagreement and why his side 
is not at fault in the stalemate. Then John J. Gaherin, the chief negotiator for 
the owners, gathered the press to shoot down what Miller had to say. 


Miller claimed the owners have until April 25 to end their inactivity in trying

Mittermaier Clinches World Cup Win 


COPPER MOUNTAIN, Colorado (UPI) — West Germany's 


Rosi Mittermaier won the 1976 women's overall World Cup ski 
championship Saturday as she put together two near flawless 
runs to capture the slalom event, edging Austria's Monika 
Kaserer by .16 seconds. 


The win gave Mittermaier an insurmountable lead in overall 


points for the season-long competition and spelled defeat for 
her closest rival, Lise-Marie Morerod of Switzerland. Morerod 
still had a chance to overtake Mittermaier in the overall 
standings as they started Saturday's slalom, and led after the 
first run, 
but the ever-smiling Mittermaier confirmed her 


dominance with a fine second run. 


Morerod finished third Saturday in the slalom, and remained 


second in the overall standing. Pamela Behr of West Germany 
was fourth and Hanni Wenzel of Lichtenstein, bronze medalist 
in women's special slalom at the recent Olympics, was fifth. 
Mittermaier won the Olympic gold medals in both downhill 
and special slalom. 


Even if she had not won the slalom, Mittermaier was in good 


position to assure victory in the overall standing, since she need 
tofinish only fourth or better to win the overall, with three ski 
meets yet to come in North America. 


Mittermaier need not even compete in the remaining meets, 


but it was expected she would ski at Aspen and in Canada. 


She said she was much prouder of the World Cup title than 


the Olympic medals at Innsbruck, and that she "felt more like 
a champion with the overall title." 


The 800-meter course of 60 gates on the first run and 58 on 


the second run, with a vertical drop of 165 meters, was 
extremely technical, competitors said. The race was run in 
spring-like weather withh most of the crowd basking in the sun, 
some of them shirtless.

Association are finally p lay ing ball. 
Not baseball—bu t bowling And on Satu rd ay , it was Marv in Miller’s tu rn to 
set u p the p ins while the owners' men knocked them d own. 
The two sid es, whose p atience with each other is wearing thinner as the 
negotiating sessions get shorter, sp ent Satu rd ay try ing to one-u p each other away 
from the negotiation table becau se of the lack of p rogress at it. 
First Miller, the ex ecu tiv e d irector of the Play ers Association, called a news 
conference to ex p lain the p lay ers’ sid e of the d isagreement and why his sid e 
is not at fau lt in the stalemate. Then John J. Gaherin, the chief negotiator for 
the owners, gathered the p ress to shoot d own what Miller had to say . 
Miller claimed the owners hav e u ntil Ap ril 25 to end their inactiv ity in try ing 
to reach a new basic agreement to rep lace the old one which ex p ired Dec. 31. 
He said there was a clau se in each p lay er’s contract which say s if he is not p aid 
by the clu b twice monthly , the team had 10 d ay s to correct the matter. 
"The p lay ers are willing and able to p lay ,” Miller said . “The p lay ers and 
owners are u nd er contract to each other. If the p lay ers are d ep riv ed of their 
liv elihood solely becau se the owners will not p ermit the season to begin, the 
p lay ers hav e the right to d emand their p ay . 
“Ap ril 15 is their first p ay d ay and if the p lay ers are not p aid , the contract 
say s the clu bs hav e 10 d ay s to correct the situ ation. The owners will hav e to 
either p ay the p lay ers or their franchises will hav e no p lay ers.” 
Not so, rep lied Gaherin. 
“We d o not consid ei what Mr. Miller is say ing to be a factu al statem ent,” 
Gaherin said . “The ind iv id u al contract is su bord inate to the collectiv e 
bargaining agreement.

Nex t, Miller d isclosed a new item of d ifference in the negotiations —

came up from fourth position with a splendid showing in the 
freestyle despite a stumble and ended up with 190.74 points. 


In third was Dianne DeLeeuw, an American girl representing 


the Netherlands and the 1975 world champion. She started her 
performance well, but after two-footing a double flip midway 
through her program, DeLeeuw appeared a little nervous and 
lost points. 


Hamill, dressed in deep pink, opened up with a good delayed 


axel and then went into a double axel and double lutz. At one 


point in her program she failed to carry out a scheduled double 
lutz, but nevertheless gave a stunning show to a medlay of show 
music. 


She was in first place going into the final and skating experts 


had few doubts she would win. DeLeeuw, on the other hand, 
was in second position before the final and fell to third with 
a total point total of 189.94. 


Three weeks ago Hamill won the gold medal in the women's 


figure skating event at the Winter Olympics. She became the 
fourth American woman to capture the gold in that competi- 
tion, following Tenley Albright in 1956, Carol Heiss in 1960 and 
Peggy Fleming in 1968. 


Hamill took the lead in the world championships Friday after 


the short program and will be skatingvto a medley of movie 
music t« hold her spot, justas she did in Innsbruck where she 
skated n nearly perfect program perfect to win one of three gold 
medals for the United States. 


Although Albright, Heiss and Fleming were already world 


champs when they got their Olympic medals, it was the other 
way around for Hamill. 


She has been second in the last two world championships.

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First A Camel, Then the King 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - Ed. 


; ;ward the First, King of Bif- 
f feche, would like to visit his 


loyal subjects, but first the 
tiny African nation must find 
•a camel. 


Native ritual requires that 


the king make a royal entrance 
on camelback, but there are no 
camels in Biffeche. 


"I'd 
have to notify them 


several months in advance to 
give them time to import a 
camel," the king said. 
"Africans are very protocol- 
minded." 


King Edward, who is known 


as Ed Schafer at the public 
relations firm where he works, 
has learned much about 
African culture since 1964, 
when he was first crowned. 


"I was doing a public service 


program on radio and in- 
terviewed a local woman who 
had visited St. Louis, the sec- 
ond largest city in Senegal," 
he said. "She told of a small 
band of natives struggling to 
survive and asked me to help. 
I agreed to head a committee 
to aid them." 


The natives had been sent 


by their government to a deso- 
late area in an experiment to 
see whether the semi-arid land 
could be farmed. The govern- 
ment promised to send sup- 
plies but provided only "some 
.busted farm equipment," 
Schafer said. 


"I'd have to notify 


them several months in 
advance to give them 
time to import a camel. 
Africans are very 
protocol-minded.'' 


Miffed, the natives decided 


to form an independent nation 
"— Biffeche means "new tribe" 
•in Senegalese. Schafer was 
chosen king because his name 
was listed on the letterhead of 
stationery used by the com- 
mittee. 


The 53-year-old bachelor has 


proved a judicious and helpful 
ruler. 


Although his appeal for for- 


eign aid from the State De- 
partment was rejected, he had 
an engineer friend design an 
irrigation system and had soil 
samples chemically analyzed. 


The water system not only 


allows the natives to grow 
citrus fruits and cotton but 
also saved them while much of 
the rest of Africa 
suffered 


through a severe drought. 


The country grew from 100 


acres to three square miles and 
Schafer learned in December 
that 8,000 more subjects had 
joined the original 150 
tribesmen. 


"We took in another tribe, 


the Axim of Ghana," he said. 
"They had beep going down- 
hill over the years; African soil 
gets worn out fast. Now, we're 
the United Kingdom of Bif- 
feche." 


Schafer's royal 'status also 


has added to the St. Louis 
social scene. 


"We formed the 'Court of 


Biffeche'," he said. "A pro- 
fessor friend of mine set up a 
system of aristocracy. We have 
court functions, awards, of- 
ficial announcements. We 
even designed a flag." 


The court, which includes 


some of the city's leading 
families, consists of the Prince 
and Princess of Joansdale, the 
Duke and Duchess of Or- 
l a m a n d e r 
( S c h a f e r ' s 


grandmother's maiden name), 
a marquis, two earls, three 
counts, four viscounts, five 
barons, six baronets and seven 
blights. The members of the 
court provide advice as well as 
monetary help. 


"We maintain a royal 


chaplain, and a woman who is 
a retired nurse is our minister 
of health," Schafer said. "It's 
a diverse group. You might 
have a multimillionaress chat- 
ting away with a truckdriver." 


The court has regular meet- 


ings during which Schafer 
grants titles with a skinny 
sword which hangs on the wall 
of his fashionable suburban 
home. 


"Sometimes we get so 


protocol-conscious I have to 
remind them we're supposed 
to be helping the natives," he 
said. "You'd be surprised at 
the mail I get from strangers 
asking me to bestow a title on 
them." 


For his role as king, Schafer 


dons a white tunic, decorated 
with various medallions and a 
baby blue sash. 


"The higher-ranking mem- 


bers of the court have wider 
sashes. The king's has extra 
trim," he said. "Some of my 
friends go out of their way to 


find cufflinks with crowns on 
them. 


"The whole thing has its 


light and its serious side." 


With his dark hair combed 


back, modish sideburns and 
gold-rimmed glasses, Schafer 
looks quite regal in his royal 
outfit. 


"I only really took advantage 


of my title once," he said. "I 
drove to New York with the 
chancellor of the royal house- 
hold, a St. Louis police detec- 
tive, to be on a television show. 
I always wanted to dine at the 
21 Club so I had him call and 
make reservations for the King 
of Biffeche. 


"The girl on the phone said 


it was the second king they 
had that week."

Long Crawl far the Lord 


MARSHALL, Tex. (UPI) — The Rev. Hans Mullikin is 


taking his message to Washington on his knees. 


The 37-year-old Baptist evangelist is crawling the 1,220 


miles to the nation's capital to show his concern for 
America's spiritual condition. 


Mullikin, who says he wants .to get the nation on "her 


knees before God," had the idea for the trip while counseling 
friends about three yean ago. 


"I asked the Lord what to do and said i would be willing 


to crawl to Dallas for an answer," he said. 


Mullikin began his crawl towards Washington last Mon- 


day along the median of Interstate 20. A group of friends 
singing "Amazing Grace" gathered to sse him off. 


Along the way he hopes to crawl quickly enough to 


celebrate the-nation's 200hh birthday in Lynchburg, Va., 
with the students and faculty of Liberty Baptist College. 


But before he had a chance to develop callouses the small 


cart he is pulling behind him needed repairs and so it was 
back home with the Louisiana border almost within sight. 


After crawling for eight hours a day Monday and Tuesday 


at a pace of about a half mile per hour Mullikin was picked 
up by his parents and .driven home. Each morning they 
return him to the spot where they picked him up. Once he 
reaches Shreveport, La., he will be out of the nest and will 
sleep wherever he receives offers. 


His original "buggy," a modified golf cart holding a 


walkie-talkie, change of clothes and religious material, 
proved too hard to drag. He and a church friend Wednesday 
finished a sturdier model and Mullikin set off again. 


Cars and trucks stop along the freeway at the sight of the 


median crawler. 


"They are 'stunned at first and shocked, but I've had a 


good response. I ask only that people think about my 
message," Mullikin said.

And, since much of the 
DeWitt material dates to the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries, Beth Hill keeps an eye 
out for Van Gaasbeek associations in the 
DeWitt correspondence.

at the ready is inclined to view winter 
mountaineering as a suicidal sport. 


Not so Marc Fried, youthful Gardiner 


resident whose "The Early History of King- 
ston and Ulster County" is probably the 
most definitive history of this area's early 
settlement. Avid hiker, camper and winter 
mountaineer, Fried knows every reach of the 
Hudson River, the Catskills and 
Shawangunks. Knows them on hot July 
afternoons and snowy January mornings. 


Having conquered the challenge of their 


sheltered woods and valleys, Fried looked 
elsewhere for "the process of discovery" that 
governs his lifestyle. And found it for 5Vz 
days recently in the Presidential Range of 
New Hampshire's White Mountains, where 
the winter mountaineer can be above tree 
line for days on end — completely exposed 
to gale-force winds without protection. No- 
where in the Catskills or Adirondacks can the 
backpacker find the penetrating, ice-edged 
rigors of travel on exposed peaks offered in 
the Whites. The highest range in the east 
except for the Great Smokies, they offer a 
weather element the Smokies will never 
know. And the Presidential Range, the five 
highest peaks in the northeast all in one 
range, are formidable — with timberline at 
an average of 4,500 ft. elevation. 


"That's what winter mountaineering in the 


White Mountains is about," says Marc. 
"The attraction of dealing with very severe 
weather; the beauty of being in the clouds 
and seeing the weather develop; being out in 
severe weather . . . and being prepared for 
it. 


"I've always considered the weather to be 


a whole dimension of nature that even many 
outdoors people view as an interference in 
their plans. To try to second guess the 
weather is part of the beauty of winter 
mountaineering; makes one prepare for the 
challenge." 


Fried convinced two friends, Matt 


Muchnick of New Paltz and John Wallace oi 
Long Island, that cold weather camping in 
the Presidential Range was worth the dis- 
comfort of Arctic storms.

Euster also cited a case that necessitated 


going clear to Chester, N.Y. in order to 


" obtain a mortgage for a woman who met all 
qualifications. 


"She was told in a telephone conversation 


here that they didn't think a woman could 
manage the complex of six houses. It was 
apparently the board's consensus of opinion. 
But the house was formerly owned by anoth- 
er woman — Florence Cordts of Kingston. So 
the bank would not, in their own words, 
'entertain' the loan after keeping us waiting 
four months. They never even appraised the 
property," according to Euster. 


While emphasizing the need for "true 


objective appraisals," the real estate man- 
ager applauded a "real break-through when 
a well educated black woman received her 
mortgage from Ulster Savings Bank. She is 
living on Wurts Street in a house that used 
to be a church rectory," he said. 


Problems with Central Hudson have gone 


to the Public Service Commission and 
beyond. "It's expensive, but we have been 
reasonably successful and some cases are 
still pending." 


Euster feels that in his role of landlord, he 


should be issued a 24-hour notice by Central 
Hudson of gas or electricity due to be turned 
off because of non-payment by tenants. "It's 
our pipes that break and the water floods 
our buildings," he stated. Letters about this 
to Mayor Francis Koenig's office have gone 
unanswered, he said. 


"No one can argue with me about the 


profitability and financial feasibility of this 
area. Lack of action is due primarily to 
institutional lage because no one wants to get 
involved in that Rondout area. What we are 
doing here is socially acceptable. The gov- 
ernment simply is not working with any 
success here and the city fathers aren't really 
interested. If they were, everyone else would 
follow. 


"Most people do not have any concept 


about how truly historic this town is or that, 
it has 17th Century, not the 18th Century 
buildings found in other areas. 


"The answer can be found in attitudes and 


proper spirit," Euster stated. 


In addition to- individual residences that 


have been sold and are being renovated, the 
SPCA Fund Raising offices are now at 11 
Broadway.
